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1. In response to recent newspaper reports that a group of 
Chilean Communists entered Argentina in December and January 
(reftel A), the Interior Ministry stated February 11 that it 
had records of the legal entry of only three of them. The 
three Chileans — Horae io Cepeda Marinkovich, Edras Pinto 
Arroyo and Luis Lazo Santander — plus a fourth Chilean Hector 
Velix reportedly entered Argentina at Las Cuevas on January 6 
in a car bearing Chilean plates. They were granted non- 
renewable 15-day tourist passes. The Minis try communique 
added that an investigation into the matter was underway.
